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(57) Abstract: Statins are able to block the mevalonate pathway at an early stage, preventing build up of isopentenyl pyrophosphate 
by nitrogen containing bisphosphonates by blocking the pathway further downstream, with medicaments containing statins being 
administaed at an appropriate time being able to thereby prevent the build up of IPP. wtiich has been found to activate yd T cells and 
cause the acute phase response associated with the nitrogen containing bisphosphonates. 
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
